(By Associated Press) 


T?PINAL, France, Jnly 22. — An- 


toine Savin, the first man sen- 


tenced to death in France for high- 
way robbery and attempted murder 
since the middle ages, has been 
granted a stay of execution by the 
court of appeals. 
Savin, in 1919, 


assaulted an American soldier leav- 
ing him for dead on the high road 
after rifling his pockets. 


Although the victim recovered, 


the death penalty was imposed. In 
pronouncing 
sentence the 
judge 


specified that Savin would be guil- 
lotined in the largest square in 
Epinal, but the court of appeals has 
ruled that the judge exceeded his 
authority as, while he had the right 
to designate the city where the exe- 
cution was to take place, he could 
not name the exact spot.

cated, the prime minister may he exaggerating

But it is a most unfavor- 
able outlook that must lie prepared against. 


Great Britain, with her "two-power" standard 


and her special alliances, has been the i 
irresistible pressure behind all naval expansion 
for the past twenty years. When Great Britain 
announces that the complete success of a dis 
armament conference will not stop new naval 
construction of the largest and most expensive 
fighting craft, other countries must tempe.r their 
high hopes with caution.

grape growing industry is divided into two great 
groups—HIP European type of California thai 
is made into raisins and wine, and Hie American 
grapes of the eastern and central States which 
are sold for table use, unfermenled juice and 
wine.
